Fourth of July oration 

[Daniel Webster (1782-1851) was Secretary of State of the United States when 
he delivered this speech on July 4, 1851, at the laying of the cornerstone for 
an addition to the Capitol building. in Washington.] 

Fellow-citizens — I greet you well; I give you joy, on the return of this 
anniversary; and felicitate you, also, on the more particular purpose of 
which this ever-memorable day has been chosen to witness the fulfillment. 

This is that day of the year which announced to mankind the great fact 
of American Independence, This fresh and brilliant morning blesses our 
vision with another beholding of the birthday of our nation; and we see 
that nation, of recent origin, now among the most considerable and power- 
ful, and spreading over the continent from sea to sea. 

Among the first colonists from Europe to this part of America, there were 
some, doubtless, who contemplated the distant consequences of their under- 
taking, and a great futurity. But, in general, their hopes were limited to 
the enjoyment of a safe asylum from tyranny, religious and civil, and to 
respectable subsistence, by industry and toil. A thick veil hid our times 
from their view, But the progress of America, however slow, could not but 
at length awaken genius, and attract the attention of mankind. 

In the early part of the second century of our.history, Bishop Berkeley 
wrote his well-known “Verses on the Prospect of Planting Arts and Lear- 
ning in America.” The last stanza of this little poem seems to have been 
produced by the highest poetical inspiration:— 

“Westward the course of empire takes it way; 
The four first acts already past, 
A fifth shall close the drama with the day: 
Time’s noblest offspring is the last.” 

This extraordinary prophecy may be considered only as the result of 
long foresight and uncommon sagacity; of a foresight and sagacity 
stimulated, nevertheless, by excited feeling and high enthusiasm, So clear 
a vision of what America would become was not founded on square miles, 
or in existing numbers, or on any common laws of statistics. It was an 
intuitive glance into futurity; it was a grand contraption, strong, ardent, 
glowing, embracing all time since the creation of the world, and all regions 
of which that world is composed, and judging of the future by just analogy 
with the past. 

Fellow-citizens, this inheritance which we enjoy today is not only an in- 
heritance of liberty, but of our own peculiar American liberty. Liberty has 
existed in other times, in other countries, and in other forms, There has 
been a Grecian Liberty, bold and powerful, full of spirit, eloquence, and 
fire; a liberty which produced multitudes of great men. But still it was 
a liberty of disconnected states, sometimes united, indeed, by temporary 
leagues and confederacies, but often involved in wars between themselves. 

And there has also been a Roman liberty, a proud, ambitious, domineer- 
ing spirit, professing free and popular principles in Rome itself, but, even 
in the best days of the republic, ready to carry slavery and chains into 
her provinces, and through every country over which her eagles could be 
borne. 

I have said, gentlemen, that our inheritance is an inheritance of 
American liberty. That liberty is characteristic, peculiar, and altogether 
our own. Nothing like it existed in former times, nor was known in the most 
enlightened states of antiquity; while with us its principles have become 
interwoven in the minds of individual men, connected with our daily 
opinions, and our daily habits, until it is, if I may so say, an element of 
social as well as political life. And the consequence is, that to whatever 
region an American citizen carries himself, he takes with him, fully 
developed in his own understanding and experience, our American prin- 
ciples and opinions, and becomes ready at once, in co-operation with others, 
to apply them to the formation of new governments. 

For the period which has elapsed from the day that Washington laid the 
foundation of this Capitol to the present time, there has been no country 
upon earth in which life, liberty and property have been more amply and 
steadily secured, or more freely enjoyed, than in these United States of 
America. Who is there that will deny this? Who is there prepared with a 
greater or a better example? Who is there that can stand upon the foun- 
dation of facts, acknowledged or proved, and assert that these our 
republican institutions have not answered the true ends of government 
beyond all precedent in human history? 

There is yet another view. There are still higher considerations. Man 
is an intellectual being, destined to immortality. There is a spirit in him, 
and the breath of the Almighty hath given him understanding. Then only 
is he tending toward his own destiny, while he seeks for knowledge and 
virtue, for the will of his Maker, and for just conceptions of his duty, Of 
all important questions, therefore, let this, the most important of all, be 
first asked and first answered: In what country of the habitable globe, of 
great extent and large population, are the means of knowledge the most 
generally diffused and enjoyed among the people? This question admits 
of one, and only one, answer. It is here. 

But there is something more than this. Man is not only an intellectual, 
but he is also a religious being, and his religious feelings and habits re- 
quire cultivation. Let the religious element in man’s nature be neglected, 
let him be influenced by no higher motives than low self-interest, and sub- 
ject to no stronger restraint than the limit of civil authority, and he becomes 
the creature of selfish passion or blind fanaticism. 

Who does not admit that this unparalled growth in prosperity and renown 
is the result, urider Providence, of the union of these States under a general 
Constitution, which guarantees to each State a republican form of govern- 
ment, and to every man the enjoyment of life, and the pursuit of happiness, 
free from civil tyranny or ecclesiastical domination? 

Fellow citizens, we must be tolerant to folly, and patient at the sight of 
the extreme waywardnéss of man; but I confess that, when I reflect on 
the renown of our past history, ori our present prosperity, and greatness, 
and on what the future hath yet to unfold, arid when I see that there are 
mén who ¢an find in all this nothing good, nothing valuable, nothing truly 
glorious, I feel that all their reason has fled away from them, and Jeft the 
entire control over their judgment and their actions to insanity and 
fanaticism; and more than all, fellow-citizens, if the purpose of fanatics 
anid disunionists shotild be accomplished, the patiotic and intelligent of our 
generation would seek to hide ourselves from the scorn of the world, and 
go about to find dishonorable graves. 

Fellow-citizens, take courage; be of good cheer. We shall come to rio such 
ignoble éend. We shall live, and not die. During the period allotted to our 
several lives, we shall coritinue to rejoice in the return of this anniversary. 
The ill-omenied sotinds of fanaticism will be hushed; the ghastly spectres 
of Secession and Disunion will disappear; and the enemies of united cori- 
stitutional liberty, if their hatred cannot be appeased, may prepare to have 
their eyeballs seared as they behold the steady flight of the American eagle, 
oti his burnished wings, for years and years to come. 
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Having been in ¥.* 
town about nine 
months, I . was 
beginning to feel 
pretty acclimated. 
That. is, until last 
week. : 

All ofa sudden, there were all sorts of 
new faces on the streets, And the people 
behind the faces were dressed somehow 
differently. More preppy? More urbane? 

The other remarkable feature about 
the people walking the streets is that they 
had name tags, I felt as if I should have 
one myself, because it seemed I didn’t 
know a soul in town, 

Finding a parking space became a real 
challenge, especially on Church Street in 
the vicinity of Gould Academy. 

Restaurants were more crowded than 
usual, and innkeepers were happily 
reporting that they were having to turn 
away potential guests, Hugh and Lin 
Chapman and sons had their hands full 
keeping up scooping ice cream cones, 

I suppose long-time residents of town 
were prepared for the influx of summer 
visitors. associated with NTL (National 
Training Laboratories); sin¢e they've 
been coming since 1947, but for me it was 
quite a shock, 

And when I asked NTL staffers for 
numbers, my shock was even greater. 
About 1,200 people will come to Bethel 
this summer to take courses of one-week 
or longer, I was told..And there will be 
a total of 120 training staff to conduct the 
sessions. There are. also 19 ad- 
ministrative types in town to keep things 
going smoothly.” 

That’s a lot of people for a town of 2,400 
souls to absorb. But, of course, they’re 
not here all at one time. 

The other thing I learned last week was 
that NTL isn’t as far out as some of the 
rumors would have one believe. Nor is 
it as intimidating as I thought it would 
be. In fact, it is not at all far out and not 
at all intimidating. 

I learned this from participating ina 
weekend self-awareness and group 
dynamics workshop put on for the SAD 
#44 Adult Education Department by NTL 
staffers Charlie and Edie Seashore at 
their home on Broad Street. 

I wouldn’t have signed up if I had not 
been pushed to do so, Adult Ed director 
Cathy Newell did the pushing, and I'm 
glad she did. My neighbor, Melinda Rem- 
ington, also signed up, and she was also 
scared about having done so. 

All of us who sat. in a circle in the 
Seashore’s living room last Friday night 
were scared. Some masked it by talking 
alot; some shifted in their seats; some 
held onto their seats; and some held on- 
to themselves—arms crossed, legs cross- 
ed. (I think I was one of the latter.) 

By Saturday afternoon, when it was all 
over, we were bantering back and forth 
good-naturedly—no longer having to play 
games of hide and seek. This was the 
observation of Carolyn Holden, and it 
was absolutely accurate, 

Carolyn and I were members of a sub- 
group organized out of the larger group 
of 19 participants. Also in our sub-group 
were Chris Otten, Maureen Swain, Dan 
Hart and Rodney Lynch. 

What brought us together into this sub- 
group was our pattern of decision- 
making, which was revealed to us 
through a personality profile we com- 
pleted. We were the “organized decision- 
makers.” 

There were other sub-groups: 
“creative scientists,” ‘“nurturers,” 
“dreameérs”—and when we set about to 

solve a problem given us, each sub-group 
tackled the problem differently. 
Fascinating! 

There were other exercises we did: 
ways of revealing ourselves; ways of get- 
ting to know others; ways of establishing 
leadership in groups; ways of saying 
goodbye, and ways of saying hello. 

Arid every exercise was accomplished 
without people getting emotionally hurt, 
That was one of the things we learned: 
to care for oné another. 

And we did. 

The exercises sought to focus on dif- 
ferences, rather than mask over con- 
flicts. And then the differences would be 
discussed atid understood. Understand 
ing why some one or some group was dif- 
ferent iiade it easier to accept that per- 
son or that grotip. 

Primary to all the tasks given us was 
the establishing of a sense of trust among

Nobody’s 
Business 


As much as at any other time of the 
year, as we approach the Fourth of July 
we should take note of the benefits of liv- 
ing in the United States. 

Two hundred and nine years ago the 
“colonies” declared their independence 
from England, That declaration was af- 
firmed. by the surrender of Lord 
Cornwallis at Yorktown in 1781. 

Internal problems vexed the new na- 
tion early in its existence as individual 
colonies (states). were hesitant about sur- 
rendering sovereignty to a central 
government. The initial Articles of Con- 
federation proved unworkable in prac- 
tice and were replaced in the late 1780s 
by the Constitution of the United States. 

Under the constitution, with its aménd- 
ments, and a myriad of interpretations 
by the courts, the nation has survived. 
The foundations of the republic were 
shaken by the Civil War, but it endured. 

On this July 4th let us. be proud, that 
we live ina country which possesses in 
a greater degree than the great. majori- 
ty of the nations on this planet the four 
freedoms enunciated by President 
Franklin Roosevelt in 1941: freedom of 
speech and expression, freedom to wor- 
ship God in our own way, freedom from 
want, and freedom from fear, 

To enjoy these freedoms we sometimes 
have to put up with a lot of nonsense. As 
Justice Robert Jackson once said, “The 
price of freedom of religion or of speech 
or of the press is that we must put up 
with, and even pay for, a good deal of 
rubbish.” 

To our sister nations of the world who 
constantly pay lip-service to the cause of 
human rights and democratic govern- 
ment we say, “We have had it for 209 
years and it works reasonably well, why 


don’t you try it.” jkb

Safety Tip of the Week we ot! 

Last week I discussed the problem with 
simple sunburn, caused by too much ex- 
posure to the sun. With this week’s 
weather, it doesn’t seen to be a problem. 
But a much more serious problem with 
exposure is heat stroke. Particularly 
with the older person, exposure to the sun 
without sweating away the heat, can lead 
to serious brain complications, 

The basic difference between. heat 
stroke and heat exhaustion, usually from 
exertion in the sun, is the ability of the 
body to sweat off the excess heat. A per- 
son who has been working too much in 
the sun or ona hot day will need to rest, 
cool down and drink plenty of fluids to 
replace those lost due to sweating. 

The heat stroke person is unable to con- 
trol their body heat and temperatures of 
104° are not uncommon. This person is 
typified by a spectator sitting, not exer- 
ting. The symptoms are not relieved by 
rest. The skin will be very dry and the 
face will be flushed. This. person needs 
immediate immersion in cool water to 
cool the body off nad needs immediate 
transportation to the emergency room.
